In that event, Wisconsin would have ' 
but one United States’ Senator, | 
Irvine L. Lenroot; in the Sixty- 
Ninth Congress. 

Further confusion has just been. 
caused by the announcement that 
Victor Berger will run Dan Hoan, 
Socialist Mavor of Milwaukee, as a 
special. election candidate for the 
La Foliette seat. It is estimated that 
the Socialist strength might be 
40,000 votes, which would militate 
seriously against a progressive vic- 
tory if the conservatives present a 
united front. 

Gevernor Blaine Silent 

Until the La Follettes are back! 
from Washington in a week or 60, | 
their end of the situation will not be | 
cleared up. Meantime Governor | 
Blaine is preserving a silence that | 


not even his most intimate political | 
associates have been able to pene-' 


trate. 
As far.as Wisconsin progressive | 


forces are concerned, the whole fu- | 
ture of the “Movement” is involved, | 
with personal ambitions briskly at | 
work. Governor Blaine has long bent | 
his’ energies in the direction of the 
La Follette’s succession, both in the 
Senate and in state Jeddership. He)

TOKYO, July 3—Osaka Mainichi,

| national Trick,” the Mainichi said: 
| “The occupation of the Hawaiian 
| group by an American fleet. on con- 
| ditions of practical warfare, may 
| well be regarded as indicating a 
| bellicose spirit, and the cruise of the 
| American fleet to those islands [Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand] in fighting 
| trim, make a breaking out of war in- 
: evitable.” 

Admits Its Mistake 
| The Mainichi now admits its mis- 
‘take and offers its respects to 
'America. It says: 
| “Fhe United States squadron, 
'which has been maneuvering around 
| Hawaii since January, has finally 


‘proceeded on its cruise toward 
Australia and New Zealand. As the 
,cruise had been decided upon after 
due deliberation on the part of Presi- 
‘dent Coolidge and other American 
‘authorities we are now of opinion 
that the United States has no belli- 
acose ambition and shall pay our due 
respects to the honor of our neighbor 
across the Pacific. We shall simply 
watch how the American fleet be- 
‘haves during the cruise

that we called upon the American 
Government to reconsider its plan 
for great maneuyers, because it. was 
inopportune to hold maneuvers | on

Modern Pewter by a Danish Artist

HE woman who loves individual 
things for her table will be in- 
terested to hear of beautiful and 
withal not expensive pewterware 
which is being designed by a Danish 
artist-crafteman, Just Andersen, and 
made in his studio in Copenhagen 
by puplis trained by him, His wife, 
a clever artist, gives valuable as- 

sistance, : 

The alloy used being free from 
lead does not take on the dull gray 
tone characteriatic of the old pewter 
which, though pleasing when used in 
a decorative way, ia leas suited for 
‘tableware, This modern version has 
a white, beautifully hammered aur- 
face and each plece possesses the 
charm which goes with handwork of 
a high standard, 

An entrée dish, a piece which is 
apt to be rather prosaic, was one of 
the models shown to the writer, and 
in form and design it was an objet 
d'art with a quaint handle formed 
of a couple of little dolphins, their 
tails in the air. 

All the larger pleces for a dinner 
service are made also, soup tureen, 
vegetable dishes and sauce tureens, 
in very simple ‘Tound shapes, with a 
surrounding’ band of equally simple 
engraving. the soup tureen sur- 
mounted by a black wood handle.

Democracies do not arise, 
full-fledged, from the ruins of discredited and 
decadent institutions. They are the products 
of progressive thinking, always deliberate, and 
sometimes hardly noticeable until there has 
been gained, through the interchange of new 
and perhaps advanced viewpoints, a right reali- 
zation of the basis of government. 

As the people of the United States look back 
today and survey the progress that has been 
made since the time which marked the culmina- 
tion of many days of agitated yet consecrated 
thought devoted to the solution of what was 
realized as the paramount problem involving 
human liberty of conscience, they should not 
forget that only an auspicious beginning has 
been made in the complete emancipation of the 
human family the world over from its self- 
imposed slavery to false beliefs and wrong 
ideals. Even granting that much has been ac- 
complished since the Declaration of Independ- 
ence proclaimed the determination to cast off, 
from the people of the Colonies, the yoke of 
human bondage, there remains effective and 
operative today, only to be rightly utilized and 
intelligently employed, the same indomitable 
spiritual and moral forces which sustained and 
actuated the clear-visioned founders of the 
Republic. 

What, then, is America’s mission in this era 
of the world’s progress? Surely it has some- 
thing to give. It may be that it has already 
given much, but even so, it has much more that 
can be given. And if more is to be given, it 
must -be given unselfishly and ungrudgingly. It 
is not enough for the possessors of a great her- 
_itage such as that which blesses the people of 
the United States to call prideful attention to 
their own attainments. But it is their duty, while 
sharing their blessings, to guard their giving 
with circumspection and wise caution. Wisdom 
compels the reasonable requirement that those 
who would be the beneficiaries of ‘those proc- 
esses which have been tested and proved must 
themselves have gained a realization of their 
own responsibilities and their own obligations 
as custodians and conservators. 

Perhaps there is no popular process by which 
this educational growth can be hastened. Lib- 
erty, rightly defined, is a mental rather than a 
physical condition. Power, similarly considered, 
is not represented in material wealth or in great 
standing armies. Greatness is not measured by 
the stature of a nation or by the number of its 
people. It is not because of the possession of 
any of these that the people of the United 
States, at this anniversary period of their prog- 
ress, are able or willing to give. If they are pre- 
pared to give at all, and if what they may offer 
is acceptable or helpful, it is because they have, 
conscientiously and .courageously, preserved 
and nurtured their Yhheritance of righteous 
freedom. Of this they will give, and giving gain 
more abundant blessings for themselves and for 
mankind everywhere. With this assured, they 
willingly and solemnly rededicate themselves to 
the cause which they have agreed shall neither 
languish nor perish.

But 
overshadowing these things is the Chinese de- 
mand for abolition of extraterritorial rights, a 
demand that finds sympathy even among the 
nations which insist most strongly on respect 
for the privileges at the: present time. That 
China’s insistence has not been in vain may 
be gathered from the announcement at Wash- 
ington that the United States Government is 
preparing instructions for its Minister in Peking 
looking to an inquiry into the whole question 
at the earliest practicable date. 

The question of extraterritorial rights in 
China is far from new: From the earliest days 
of intercourse with the outside world China 
has extended such rights to foreigners. Thus, 
in its treaty with Russia in 1689, there was a 
stipulation that the subjects of either nation 
guilty of breaches of the frontier should be 
handed over to their respective officials for 
punishment. But the present outbreak, from 
the Chinese point of view, had its origin at a 
much more recent date—at the time when the 
powers began to carve out special spheres of 
influence. This action, China, slow to accept 
modern ideas and methods, was unable to resist, 
and it had to content itself until an opportunity 
was found to rectify the situation. 

That opportunity came with the Great War. 
China, in 1917, threw its weight on the side of 
the Allies, and although it was not involved in 
the actual fighting, it sent men to France to 
work behind the lines. As a result it obtained 
a seat at the peace table. Then it became a 
member of the League of Nations, even secur- 
ing a place on the Council. When the Peace 
Conference opened in Paris in 1919, China tried 
to bring its grievance before the powers, but 
the question was set aside on the ground that 
extraterritorial rights did not come within the 
scope of the conference. 

It was not until the Washington Conference 
in 1921 that the question was seriously tackled, 
and it was decided that a commission should 
make an exhaustive inquiry into the situation 
and submit recommendations. Up till the pres- 
ent the subject has been held more or less in 
abeyance. China has resented the delay, but 
the unsettled political conditions, the recurrence 


of fighting due to the ambitions of military |

leaders, the recrudescence of banditry and the 
continued turmoil have not inspired confidence 
in the administrative ability of China, nor in its 
competency to afford suitable protection to 
aliens. 3 

It-has also been asserted that necessary judi- 
cial reforms have yet to be carried out, that the 
anti-foreign agitation makes consideration of 
alien rights impossible, and that the conces- 
sions already granted to China have not yielded 
the best results. 

However this may be, the indications are that 
the abolition of extraterritorial rights in China 
is not far distant. The United States, in line 
with other powers, relinquished its extraterri- 
torial privileges in Palestine and Turkey. It is 
admittedly in sympathy with China’s appeal 
now. Hence the rift in the cloud may herald 
the advent of a brighter day for China. China 
is fundamentally sound. The mere bulk of its 
population—400,000,000, most of whom are in- 
articulate—has prevented it from moving for- 
ward with the speed of its smaller neighbor, 
Japan. Yet it is learning lessons from the past.

Foreign policy has been in England a matter 
of almost exclusive executive concern. Treaties 
or other agreements need not be submitted to 
the House of Commons for discussion before 
they are ratified. The only control of the House 
comes from the fact that the Cabinet is gener- 


ally responsible to it. But to this rule there have 


been exceptions: the Treaty of Versailles was 


| submitted to Parliament; the proposed Anglo- 
| American guarantee to France contained a 


clause providing that it should not be effective 
until approved by the Hoase of Commons. Suc- 
cessive governments have pronounced against 


| secret arrangements and have promised greater 
_ consultation of the Legislature. 


The most definite and far-reaching step was 
taken by Arthur Ponsonby, who was Under-Sec- 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs in the Labor 
rovernment. He declared that during its tenure 
of office every treaty, before being ratified and 
published, would lie on the table of the House 
of Commons for twenty-one days. The more 
important treaties would be submitted to the 
House for discussion, and if there were formal 


_ demand, time could«be found for unimportant 


treaties. “By this means,” he declared, “secret 
treaties and secret clauses of treaties will be 
” He did not favor resolu- 
tions expressing parliamentary approval of every 
treaty before ratification, for this procedure, he 
thought, would burden the House with unneces- 


_ sary business. The absence of disapproval could 


be accepted as sufficient participation of the 
Legislature in the treaty-making machinery. 
Even this measure of democratic control— 
which was a great step in advance—was criti- 
cized by a portion of the Labor Party. Secret 
treaties were ruled out, but Mr. Ponsonby made 


| no definite promises in respect of diplomatic 
| assurances accompanied or unaccompanied by 
| military and naval conversations. Such an in- 
_ formal exchange of notes between Sir Edward 
| Grey and M.’Cambon, the French Ambassador 
to England, had determined the British Gov- 
-ernment’s continental commitments in 1914. It 
| was, of course, reasonably certain that a gov- 


ernment headed by Mr. MacDonald would not 
consent to any such secret understandings, but 
there were certain difficulties in the way of 
making any formal change in the constitutional 


| practice, and Mr. Ponsonby thought that for the 


moment his pronouncement concerning treaties 
would be sufficient. A bill like the Parliament 


Act conferring greater power on the House of 


Commons would raise an acute controversy as 
to whether the prerogative of the crown was 
not being invaded, and Mr. Ponsonby was able 


' to remind the House that under the British Con- 
| stitution it is the rules that depend solely on

This usage, inaugurated by the Labor Gov-

Chamberlain. Soon after taking office he an- 
nounced that the Conservative Government 
would not follow the plan of laying treaties on 
the table of the House of Commons.

But even if there were no such satisfactory 
showing in dollars, the money spent in the de- 
termined effort to enforce the law would be 
counted clear gain. No country has ever before 
had so magnificent an opportunity to devote its 
power and its wealth to the realization of a 
great social reform. No outlay of money could 
be too large with final success assured. The 
iournal quoted expresses unreserved confidence 
in the final success of the undertaking.

The Earl of Balfour and Anglo-American Friendship

Six years before the war, I heard Lord Balfour give 


an address at the Women’s College of Newnham at Cam-- 


bridge on “Decadence.” a word one does not usually 
associate either with the American Republic or with the 
British Empire. In this lecture he dealt with the Roman

Then, with characteristic humor, he referred to a 
pamphiet of his “which was not intended for American 
eyes: and, so far as I am aware, it has never found an 
American reader.” In this pamphlet he said that, though 
moved by “a general regard for mankind,” he. was 
“moved. by a feeling, especially patriotic in its charac- 
ter... for the subgroup which speaks the English 
language.” 

He developed this theme anew. “The American Revo- 
lution organically separated the United States from the 
British Empire and the European system. But it did net 
and could not deprive England and America of a mutual 
comprehension which neither can attain to the same

of the European continent... . The English-speaking 
peoples instinctively resemble each other, and instinc- 
tively differ from the rest of the world.” Hence he con- 
sidered that “their combined inflUence must increase, 
and “must make for international stability.”

Here, then, we have the whole Balfourian argument 
in brief. The reader, Who expected sentiment, is envel- 
oped in a mesh of logic from which there is no escape. 
That has indeed often been the case with the opponents 
of Lord Balfour. But an argument, which seems stronger 


‘to’ me, is that the Anglo-American ideal has forced this 


subtle:t and most detached of thinkers to display his 
feelings. 

It is but rarely that his voice breaks with emotion 
as it did in his speech of July 4, 1917. An ideal, which 
causes Lord Balfour to avow himself a “dreamer” and 
to show emoiion in public, is likely to go far with

“The Life of Absalon Lincoln”

are so kindly, perhaps I ought not to notice them. But in 
two or three places I note comments that might possi- 
bly have been amended, one of which I mention, 

Miss Tarbell speaks in appreciation of the new docu- 
ments I have presented, and proceeds to chide me for not 
finding more. Then, by way of disproof of some of my 
documented material, she has this interesting para- 
graph: 

We know that Lincoln was accustomed to visit one of 
these men (Joseph Jr., a son of the Joseph Hanks who 
passed on im 1791), and that he is said to have called him 
“L'ncle Joe.” The descendants of this Uncle Joe have de- 
clared in writing ‘that their grandfather spoke of Nancy 
Hanks as his sister. 

“We know”—do we? ; 

“He is said’—I may perhaps be permitted to-smile. 
3e descendants of this Uncle Joe ve declared”— 
come or about which they were mistaken. 

Behold what Miss Tarbell produces When she goes 
after documents! This is not even tradition. 

Abraham Lincoln may have visited the Joseph Hanks 
family at some time when he was attending court near by 
—though I know of no proof that he @i@-so. And if he 
called Joseph Hanks “Uncle Joe” that would not prove 
that Joseph was not his great-uncle, as indeed he was. 
But that Joseph. Hanks ever ‘spoke of the President's 
mother as his sister is simply incredible, and the Hanks 
family was innocent of any such “tradition” yntil it was 
created outside and imported for literary. purposes. 

There is a document that settles this question com- 
pletely. It is in the library of Congress, and is in the 
handwriting of Abraham Lincoln. If Joseph Hanks said 
the President’s mother was Joseph’s: sister, he was not 
telling the truth: but I do not think he said it. His 
great-grandchildren probably remembered his having 
spoken of a sister Nancy, but she was not Abraham 
Lincoln's mother. This is a matter in which Miss Tarbell! 
was misled by persons whom she trusted, and trusted so 
fully that her mistake dies hard. 

Miss Tarbell propounds a most direct. and important 
question: How do I know that Lucy Hanks, who married 
Henry Sparrow, was the identical Lucy Hanks who did 
the other things? I should have been disappointed. if 
someone: had not asked this. 

Through the long-suffering efforts of the Bureau of 
the United States Census in the first three census enu- 
merations in 1790 and successive decades, and the heavy
